Peabody told a news confer- 


ence Thursday night it appeared 
"there are legal grounds for me 
to suspend" Public Safety Com- 
missioner Frank S. Giles, 48, 
former Republican floor leader 
in the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. 


"However, to insure the com- 


missioner's basic rights," he 
said, "we are asking the at- 
torney general to give us a rul- 
ing on the matter. If his ruling 
concurs with that of my legal 
counsel, we shall suspend Com- 
missioner Giles forthwith," 


Giles was indicted Wednesday 


by an Esex County Grand jury 
on 38 counts of conspiracy, lar- 
ceny, aiding and abetting in fil- 
ing false reports and violation 
of the conflict of interest law.

Thursday announced he would 
ask for a leave of absence with- 
out pay until court action in the 
case was complete.

would protect Giles' rights bet- 
ter than a leave of absence.

It 
neither conflicts with nor dup- 
icates the work of any other 
institution in the world. It was 
started in 1923 under the lead- 
ership of the late Dr. Willis 
Campbell and other Rotarians 
in Memphis. 


Not one penny has ever been 


paid any doctor 
for services 


rendered. It is supported en- 
tirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions, and during the Rotary 
year 1963-64 the Hope Rotary 
Club has given $487.50 to the 
hospital. It does not consider 
its services as charity, even 
though no patient is admitted 
who can pay for service or ob- 
tain elsewhere — it is an in- 
vestment in the human resour 
ces of our country.

Rockefeller, a candidate for 


the Republican nomination for 
president, apparently is con- 
cerned that the homefront re- 
verses pose a threat to his bid 
for. national leadership. 


The legislators rejected Thurs- 


day major Rockefeller program 
bills that would have: 


Repealed a law providing for 


price fixing on retail liquor sales 
and eased other state controls 
over liquor, controls the gover- 
nor says have bred graft and 
corruption:

To begin his task, Gyani has 


6,000 British and 1,000 Canadian 
soldiers. About half the British 
force will be withdrawn as 
Irish, Finnish and Swedish sol- 
diers join the U.N. force short- 
ly. An advance party of Swedes 
and Finns is due tonight. 


Gyani, former commander of
